Three Young Women Rescusd From
Death.

DIDN'T TURN OFF THE GAS.

Futile Efforts of Chlel Seavey to Pro-
tect Prisonors—Estimates Allowed
For Eighty Thonsand Dollars of
City Improvements.

* Close Call to Death.

The house occupied by Frederick W,
Leo, No, 208 Nineteenth street, was the
scene of a sensation at an early hour
yesterday morning., For a time it was
thought that the iilves of three young
flrla had departed, and even yet there
# no certainty that the dark messenger
will not call them to the shadowy shore
before many hours. 1t was acase of

asphyxintion, the usunl “gas-turning on"'
in a bud-room causing the trouble, The
names of the girls are Anna Bloom,
‘Illle Seaberg and Tiiie Bloom, The
first two are seryants in Mr. Whitney's
family, who oeccupy apartmentsin the
house, The latter, n  sister of
the first nnmed, eame here on Saturday

from Sulton, In., to visit her gsister
and to  seek  employment which
she would have received to-day.

She had been sick for several weeks and
to this is atiributed the cause of last
night's close eall to Intality., The cire
cumstances of the cuee are these: He-
tween . three and four o'clock Mrs.
Charles 8, Whitney heard moaning and
rouns from the lower part of the house.
he nwoke her husband and he descended

to the basement. He found that the
noises ecame from the servants’
bed room which s about Bx8
and located in the northeast

coruer of the house. Mr. Whitney rapped
on the door, but receiving no reply burst
it in. There a horrible sight met his
azo. The three young girls were on the
oor apparently dead. The room was
full of gus. In the meantime Mrs.
Whitney and Mrs. Lee came down stairs,
T'he three windows in Lhe room were
thrown open, and Mr. Havens, n near
neighbor, was called, while Mr, Whitney
ran for Dr. Dysurt, who lives in the next
block. Upon the argival of the doctor
the three girls were taken into
the dining room, Juat ACross
the hallway, and efforts made to
restorg them to  conscionsness, Dr,
Dysart desiring nssistance sent for Dr.
Denise, The physiciang  and others at
hand worked for four hours when Anna
Bloom and Tillio Seaberg began to show
signs of life, After another hours' lnbor
Tillie Bloom wus somewhat restored.
Application was then made to the Chald's
hospital for the rucu}.vtmn of the girls but
to its crowded condition only one

could be taken., ‘Dillie Bloom being in
the most precarious state was re-
cvived and she liesthere now at the point
ol denth. She is kept awake by
stimulants, but the physicians think she
will recover. ‘lillie Seaberg was taken
to the home of her brother, John, who 18
a clerk in A. 1. Morse's shoe store, and
resides at the corner of Davénport and
Thirty-tirst strects,  The latter two girls
are out of dunger.  Anna Bloom is the
only one who ns yet gives any account
of the affnir. She snys she remembers
turning off the gus before the three re-
tired.  During the morning she heara a
noiso and started to get out of bed, but
fell on the floor. Her opinion Is that her
sister got up in the nighttime and
endeavored to light the gas, but being
unused to its working falled nnd left the
jot open. When the girls were found
Anna Bloom was ir a half recumbent
jl:‘onitlon her head lying o6n her knees,
illie Bloom wad lying with her faco
against the wall, and Tillie Seaberg was
lying on her back with her hend near the
oor. The girls had evidently made an

eflort to get to the door, but fell uncon-
soious befora they could acomplish
it r. ee is absent rom

the city on business, Mra. Lee says
she did not know that her domesties had
a visitor, becnusa they returned late at
night. Had she known it she would not
have permitted the three girls to have
slept in_ tho sume room together,
but would have provided other quarters
for the visitor.  All of them are young,
ranging in age from sixteen to twenty
years.

PUNISHING PRISONEWUS,

Bomething About Jail Blankets and
Arrests by Special Policemen,

dome time ago Chief Seavey notified
the council of the necessity of heating
the jail, now that cold weather is ap-
proaching, but the notice so far as the
chiof is concerned was \gnored, though
it was learned that some of the members
of the council had culled upon A, L.
Strang and that that gentleman had fur-
nished an estimate as to the cost of heat-
ing the place. This estimate has not yot
been acted upon and it is sald that a wait
is being mude to receive another esti-
mate. Inthe meantime the prisoners are

now suffenng at night, In consideration
of this fact tho chiet feswrdny mude a
requisition on Comptroller Goodrich for
nbout twenty-live blankets and hulf a
dozen cots.  With these, he thought he
could make comfortable some of the

r wretches who are now dragged in
at night, seantily clad and some without
coats or vests.  But the requisition was
not honored, on the ground that one of
the committees of the council wonld have
to take action first. Thisleaves the chicf
with bul half a dozen dirty und disgust-
ing blankets to protect his prisoners dur-
Ing the cold at night,

Bome time ago o sereen was requested
by the ehief to hang on the iron lattice
work which separates the cells from the

‘juil office, This was done to keep the
wind from rushing from the outside into
the colls, as ulso to hide from the prison-
ers whatever might transpire in  the
oflice. For the rteason above specified
the request was refosed.

The chief eannot tell when he will be
nble properly to protect the unfortunates
who mghily come nnder his churge.

Yesterdny morning the following order
was issued by that gentleman:

From and after this date all block wateh
maen and speclal policemen making arrests
without & warrant will, instead of ealling tue

trol wago or bringing their prisoners to the
Irll turn over thelir prisoners to the npearest
regular police ofticer on his beat. It will be
the duty of the police ofticer to thoroughly
Investigate the matter and uniess ho has rea-
.8an to belleve that the prisoner has com-
mitted afelony or that the prisoner was
violating tha laws of the state or ordinances
of the eity In the presence of sald special po-
lHeeman he should be Immediately dis-
charged. If on the other hand the regular
Imlicu officer thinks the prisoner should be
ocked up, he should take the name, locanion
and resldence of the svecial policeman (if
arrest is made In the night time) and inform

sald speeinl policeman that he must appear

At the police court the following morning
atYo'elock as complaining witness, The
regular potlee oMeer shonld then send the
annur to thn.-enll and immedistely report

ully to the captain in court and in regard o
the matter, Captains and seigeants will see

Lo it that this order is strietly enforced.

By way of explanation of this edict the
chief said to a BEE reporter that it
was absolutely necessary, The vlock
nnd  spocinl heemen  had had
